What really decides presidential 
co ntests? Is it the amo unt o f per­ 
so nal campaig ning the candidates 
do o n trips acro ss the co untry , o r 
is it the sum

t h e benefits 
f e I t by the 
e l e c t o 
r ­ 
a t e ? Ex peri­ 
ence in many 
campaig ns, as 
rev ealed in the 
h i s t o 
r y 
Lawrence 
bo o ks fo r dec­ 
ades, thro ws lig ht o n this v ery 
po int. William Jenning s Bry an, fo r 
ex ample, 
actually spo ke befo re 
mo re millio ns' o f v o ters in 1896 
and made lo ng er trips aro und the 
co untry then and in 1900 and 1908 
than any presidential candidate 
befo re o r since. Yet he was beaten 
all three times by o ppo nents who 
trav eled o nly a fractio n as much. 
The same thing happened in sub­ 
sequent 
campaig ns. 
C h a r l e s 
Ev ans Hug hes made a transco n­ 
tinental swing in 1916, while Presi­ 
dent Wilso n remained fo r the mo st 
part at Shado w Lawn, N. J. But 
Wilso n wo n. 
Ag ain in 1920, Go v . James M. 
Co x 
o f Ohio 
made 
a t o u r 
fro m co ast to co ast. Senato r Hard­ 
ing stay ed o n his fro nt po rch at 
Mario n, then made less than a 
half-do zen speeches in the East, 
but wo n just the same. 
Jo hn W. Dav is in 1924 made an 
ex tensiv e jo urney acro ss the co n­ 
tinent, with many speeches en 
ro ute, but President Co o lidg e, with 
o nly a limited campaig n, wo n. 
Al Smith in 1928 did mo re trav ­ 
eling than Herbert Ho o v er, but he 
lo st. 
Alfred Lando n in 1936, Wendell 
Willkie in 1940 
and Tho mas 
E. 
Dewey in 1944 each co v ered many 
tho usands o f miles in their “barn- 
. sto rming ” to urs, while President 
Ro o sev elt made fewer campaig n 
speeches, with appearances in o nly 
a few larg e cities — and wo n ev ­ 
ery time. He did trav el in 1932 
mo re than President Ho o v er, and 
Jim Farley , his manag er, was ner- 
v o us abo ut his do ing so . But in 
that y ear, because o f the depres­ 
sio n, no thing co uld hav e prev ent­ 
ed a Demo cratic v icto ry . 


o rg anizatio ns. They need to be 
pepped up and stimulated to wo rk 
intensiv ely . The leaders h a v e 
eno ug h enthusiasm, but it can be 
increased amo ng the party wo rk­ 
ers when they see the candidate 
in actio n, as he g lv es to their fel­ 
lo w citizens a demo nstratio n o f 
ho w he handles current issues. 
Also , TV no waday s helps to multi­ 
ply appearances and stir up o r­ 
g anizatio ns in o ther parts o f the 
co untry o n the same nig ht. 
Ho w much do issues hav e to do 
with the result o f campaig ns and 
what part do perso nalities play ? 
Issues mean ev ery thing , and can­ 
didates are effectiv e o nly as they 
articulate the issues. 
Basically , ifs the sum to tal o f 
mino rity g ro ups which makes the 
majo rity that decides electio ns- 
It s the amo unt o f disco ntent v er­ 
sus co nentment o n bo th eco no mic 
and emo io nal issues which tips 
the scales o ne way o r the o ther. 
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WHILE HARRY TRUMAN in 
1948 made a “ whistle-sto p” to ur, 
Go v . Dewey trav eled just as ex ­ 
tensiv ely , and the final results 
were clo se. 
There is no thing in the reco rd 
to sug g est that the candidate who 
g o es o ut and sees the peo ple and 
sho ws himself to big audiences 
wins while his o ppo nent lo ses by 
stav ing at ho me. The reco rds sug ­ 
g ests the o ppo site. 
But there is a v ery impo rtant 
reaso n fo r presidential candidates 
to trav el widely . President Eisen­ 
ho wer is well adv ised to make a 
number o f perso nal appearances 
in different parts o f the co untry . 
It has ev ery thing to do with the 
mo rale o f state and lo cal po litical 


THIS WRITER was sitting alo ne 
o ne day at the White Ho use in 1928 
with President Co o lidg e and asked 
him ^ why didn’t 
“cho o se 
to 
run. ’ The answer was so mething 
like this: 
“Day in and day o ut a president 
has to make decisio ns. He antag ­ 
o nizes o ne side and pleases the 
o ther. Yo u hav e no idea ho w many 
po litcal enmities are accumulated 
thro ug h 
a 
president’s 
term o f 
fo ur y ears.” 
Befo re taking o ffice, President 
Eisenho wer had the suppo rt o f all 
factio ns in his o wn party and 
many g ro ups in the o ppo sing party . 
Then he had to make impo rtant 
decisio ns. The cleav ag es had to 
co me as different pro blems were 
tackled. 
The day befo re he v eto ed the 
natural-g as bill, Mr. Eisenho wer 
had friends o n bo th sides o f that 
issue. The day after he to o k ac­ 
tio n, he had made new po litical 
enemies o n o ne side and perhaps 
no new friends o n the o ther. 
Emo ry S. Bo g ardus, pro fesso r o f 
so cial psy cho lo g y at the Univ ersity 
o f Califo rnia, puts it this way in 
his bo o k entitled “The Making o f 
Public Opinio n”: 
“The electio n 
:1948 ; indicated 
that public o pinio n is influenced 
by the peo ple’s o ccupatio nal and 
eco no mic interests, whether they 
be big businessmen, tenant farm­ 
ers, y o ung married v eterans, hum­ 
ble ho usewiv es, o r ev en irritated 
ethnic g ro up members. Each af 
these g ro ups tends to v o te fo r the 
po litical party that seems to hav e 
the mo st to o ffer it. 
“Gro up interests 
and 
o pinio n 
tend to rule electio ns. 
Victo ry is 
th e sum to tal af a number o f g ro up 
o pinio ns. 
T h e 
mino rity 
g ro up 
o pinio ns fav o ring Truman added 
up to 2,000, mo re v o tes than did 
the mino rity g ro up o pinio ns fav o r­ 
ing Dewey .” 
That’s why “peace and pro sper­ 
ity ” are being emphasized this 
y ear by the Republicans, while the 
Demo crats try to call attentio n to 
as many irritatio ns and g riev ances 
as po ssible fo r the final tally .

the ex perienced po litical o bserv er 
canno t affo rd to clo se his ears to 
what the public is say ing . 
The search fo r reliable po litical 
principles is an endless quest- No 
o ne can pretend to be ex pert in 
this co mplex art. 
There are a number o f o bser­ 
v atio ns which mig ht be made at 
this po int i nthe campaig n which 
while lacking the finality o f scien­ 
tific principles, I hav e fo und to 
be serv iceable g lides in past cam­ 
paig ns:

The 
facts o f life are much quicker 
than the capacity o f the mind to 
fo rm an o pinio n fro m them.

2. It is dang ero us to talk abo ut

are

hundreds o f trends, criss-cro ssing 
and canceling o ut o ne ano ther. 
So me g eneral facts and co nditio ns 
are co mmo n to all, it is ture, such 
as the perso nal po pularity o f a can­ 
didate o r a co nditio n o f peace 
rather than war o r a depressio n. 
The effect o f these v aries widely 
in acco rdance with lo cal trends 
and co nditio ns. 
3. It is alway s well to av o id 
Putting to o much co nfidence in so -

called “issues.” There must be 
“issues,” o f 
co urse; 
o therwise

In 
the districts in which COPE is o p­ 
erating — abo ut 50 in all — the 
co attail rule will no t apply this 
y ear. 
5. It is almo st alway s the rule 
that the candidate who is ahead 
in July will win the electio n. The 
electio n o f 1948 was clearly an ex ­ 
ceptio n to that rule. It is asserted 
that 1896 and 1940 were ex ceptio ns. 
Bu it is purely a mater o f spe­ 
culativ e o pinio n that 
Bry an

1896 o r Willkie in 1940 wo uld hav e 
wo n in July . 
I o ffer these o bserv atio ns no t as 
do g matic principles, but as items

and would have given the Senate 
to the Repub licans at that time.

THERE ISN’T AN HOUR during 
which national union chiefs don’t 
phone their colleagues and urge 
they put the money for some rally, 
motorcade or b roadcast. E v e n 
those who have filled their quota 
t othe national fund raising cen­ 
ters in Washington get regular ap- 
appeals for more. 
There isn’t a motorade or rally 
in which 
regional 
and 
state 
lab or leaders don’t have honored 
places. To make certain that there 
is no slight to any union leader, 
the AFL-CIO has assigned two like­ 
ab le union functionaries to travel 
as liaison men with the Stevenson 
b arnstormers.

R. 
J. 
Thomas, formerly head of the old 
CIO United 
Auto Workers 
and 
Phil Delaney, until recently lab or’s 
own amb assador ab road. They hit 
each city with Stevenson, get on the 
phone and make certain the lab or 
leaders and conventions in town 
are notified. The candidate and the 
unionsts are then b rought together 
in some fashion.

2 Candidates Fail To 


Win Spots On Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio I#!—1The state 
supreme court has refused to ord­ 
er the names of two candidates 
placed on Nov. 6 election b allots. 
Judges acted Thursday on suits 
b rought 
b y 
office-seekers 
who 
claimed election b oards improper­ 
ly ruled them out as candidates. 
Marshall M, Carlisle of Jack­ 
son b rought a mandamus action 
against the Scioto County Election 
Board. He claimed the b oard im- 
properly struck 1,894 names from 
his petitions as an independent 
candidate for judge of the Fourth 
District Appellate 
Court, 
which 
serves 15 southern Ohio counties. 
The b oard’s action left him with 
only 1,587 of the 2,500 names re­ 
quired to qualify as a candidate. 
The b oard said petitions were not­ 
arized improperly. 
William T. Reed filed a similar 
action against the Pike County 
Election Board. That b oard reduc­ 
ed signatures on his petitions to 
378 of the 406 needed to qualify 
Reed as an independent candidate 
for Pike County prosecutor. The 
b oard said Reed motorized several 
petitions contrary to law. 
The court did not rule on the 
appeal of Floyd Hillman from an 
appellate court ruling which ord­ 
ered the Scioto County Election 
Board to omit him as a Repub li­ 
can candidate for county engineer. 
The lower court acted on a suit 
b y O. Carson Barklow, Democratic 
incumb ent enginer, who contend­ 
ed Hillman- could not b e a candi­ 
date b eewise he ob tained a sur­ 
veyor's license only last Aug. 3,
